Hundreds attend vigil 
for murdered Halifax 
gay-rights advocate 


Candlelight flickered on the 
faces of hundreds of people as 
the sun set over the same street 
where a well-known gay-rights 
activist was murdered hours 
before. 

More than 750 people, 
young and old, packed Got¬ 
tingen Street Tuesday night to 
pay their respects to Raymond 
Taavel, who was beaten to 
death outside Menz Bar early 
Tuesday. 

Several of Taavel’s friends 
and colleagues took to the 
microphone to share stories, 
sing songs and read poems in 
honour of the activist, who 
wore many hats during his 
years in Halifax. 

Hugo Dann, a former chair 
of the Halifax Pride Festival, 
drew waves of laughter and 
tears as he described Taavel as 
“compassionate, caring, out¬ 
going, welcoming.” 

“This is so beautiful ... that 
all of you have come here. Ray¬ 
mond is loving this,” said Dann, 
his voice breaking at times. 
“This is the potential of our 
community, of this street, of 
this city, that Raymond literally 
gave his life for.” 

Coun. Dawn Sloane openly 
wept as she took the podium, 


telling stories that sparked an 
eruption of laughter from the 
crowd, including what she de¬ 
scribed as a near-decapitation 
during a dance-off of sorts be¬ 
tween her and Taavel. 

“He had the philosophy that 
you could do anything if you 
tried ... and that’s why I think 
having someone like Raymond 
for a friend is a blessing.” 

Originally from Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont., Taavel was the 
editor of Wayves magazine for 
several years and had been in¬ 
volved with the Halifax Pride 
Festival, said his friend John 
Williams. He also spent the 
past 13 years working at the 
Shambhala Sim, a Buddhist 
magazine based in Halifax. 

Rainbow flags could be seen 
flying in front of several busi¬ 
nesses on Gottingen, but they 
paled in comparison to a giant 
flag spread across the street and 
was held by about 30 people 
during the ceremony 

Red roses and photos of Taa¬ 
vel were weaved into a chain- 
link fence across from Menz 
Bar in a makeshift memorial. 

Hours before, Taavel was 
found dead after intervening 
in an altercation between his 
alleged assailant, 32-year-old 
Andre Noel Denny, and another 
man. 

Denny is facing a charge 
of second-degree murder 
and will appear in Halifax 
provincial court Wednesday.

Beating victim trying to 
break up fight, police say 




Tuesday’s early morning 
beating was not the first time 
Raymond Taavel was assaulted, 
a chilling article written by the 
victim in Wayves Magazine 
states. 

In the May 2010 article, 
Taavel, a former editor of the 
LGTB magazine, published 
a first-person account of his 
encounter with two men at a 
local pizza shop. 

The 49-year-old, who died 
after being assaulted outside 
a bar on Gottingen Street on 
Tuesday, wrote two years ago 
that he was confronted about 
being gay while waiting in line 
at The Big Slice at Halifax’s 
pizza comer on May 17. 

After admitting he was 
gay, Taavel wrote that he then 
received a “backhand” to the 
head from one of the men. 

“Shock, fear, bewilderment, 
anger. These were some of the 
feelings that flashed through 
me as I glared at my assailant 
and his friend,” Taavel wrote. 

Taavel said he then called 
police and followed his assail¬ 
ant. He wrote that he felt “em¬ 
powered” because he chose to 
act upon the attack. 

“It reminded me that as 
a member of Halifax’s LGBT 
community, I take my own 
safety for granted and I do so 
because I live my life freely and 
openly.” 

“I’ve been reminded first¬ 
hand via a backhand why I’ll 
be marking May 17.”

Victim remembered 


The board of directors 
of Halifax Pride issued a 
statement Tuesday, saying 
Raymond Taavel’s death 
marked the loss of a “much 
loved and well-respected 
member of our community.” 


• The group’s chairman, 
Krista Snow, remem¬ 
bered Taavel as a "mild- 
mannered, friendly guy" 
who was deeply involved 
in many facets of the gay 
community. 


• "To say he will be 
missed fails to do justice 
to his memory," she said. 


Investigation 
underway. Police 
won’t rule out 
Raymond Taavel's 
death was a hate 
crime 




A well-known activist in 
the Halifax gay community 
died early Tuesday morning 
a Good Samaritan after at¬ 
tempting to stop a fight be¬ 
tween two men outside a bar, 
police say. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian Pal- 
meter said Raymond Taavel 
intervened between his al¬ 
leged assailant, 32-year-old 
Andre Noel Denny, and an¬ 
other man outside the Menz 
Bar on Gottingen Street. 

“The suspect turned and 
then began assaulting him,” 
said Palmeter. “A passerby 
saw the injured man and the 
man running and was able 
to lead us in the direction to 
help us locate him.” 

Denny was found a short 


time later hiding in a nearby 
alley and police are treating 
the 49-year-old Taavel’s death 
as a homicide, said Palmeter. 

He’ll appear in court Hali¬ 
fax provincial court today 
charged with second-degree 
murder. 

A person who spoke with 
Metro, but didn’t want to 
give their name, says she has 
heard the victim was beaten 


and had his head smashed 
against the pavement, but po¬ 
lice would not confirm that. 

Police also would not say if 
the incident relates to a hate 
crime. Menz Bar is a gay bar 
in the city’s north end. 

“There has been specula¬ 
tion online and in the com¬ 
munity that this was a hate 
crime,” a statement by po¬ 
lice read. “While we cannot 


provide specific information 
about the case, as it is still 
under investigation, police 
have spoken to a number 
of witnesses and are consid¬ 
ering all possibilities with re¬ 
spect to the motive.” 

Denny was a patient at the 
East Coast Forensic Hospital 
in Dartmouth and failed to 
return to the facility follow¬ 
ing an unescorted leave on 
Monday. He was in the hos¬ 
pital after being found not 
criminally responsible on a 
charge of assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm from an incident in 
Sydney in January. 

Police say Denny left the 
hospital at 7:30 p.m. on a 
one-hour community access 
pass and police were notified 
at 8:47 p.m. when he did not 
return as scheduled. 

Palmeter said two officers 
were sent out at 9:01 p.m. 
to search the Burnside area, 
about five and a half hours 
before the fatal assault. 

He could not say how long 
the search lasted. 

Court documents from 
2009 describe Denny as 
suffering from paranoid 
schizophrenia and “being 
grossly psychotic” with a hist¬ 
ory of “aggressiveness, impul- 
sivity and unpredictability.” 


Capital Health. Review pending after murder suspect no-shows

Capital Health says a review 
will take place after a man 
now wanted for murder 
didn’t return from an un¬ 
escorted pass from the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital in 
Burnside on Monday night. 

“Any time a patient 
doesn’t return as scheduled, 
that is recorded. And any 


time there is a serious inci¬ 
dent such as this, there’s a 
review process that happens. 
So we will begin with that,” 
said John Gillis, spokesman 
with Capital Health, which 
operates the facility that is 
part of the Central Nova Cor¬ 
rectional Facility. 

Gillis said community ac¬ 


cess for patients like Andre 
Noel Denny is managed by 
the Criminal Code and Re¬ 
view Board, which is a body 
of the Nova Scotia Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. The board 
meets periodically to look 
at each individual patient’s 
case, and takes into account 
the advice of clinical staff at 


the facility. 

“That body can grant dif¬ 
ferent levels of access to the 
community ... and he didn’t 
return as scheduled from that 
pass,” said Gillis, referring to 
Denny, who is charged with 
killing Halifax gay rights ac¬ 
tivist Raymond Taavel, 49.

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HRM wants to 


set some speed limits

HRM is asking the prov¬ 
ince for the authority to 
slow it down on city streets. 

Halifax regional council 
voted Tuesday to send a letter 
to Bill Estabroolcs, minister 
of transportation, to allow 
HRM’s traffic authority to 
post speed limits lower than 
50 km/h on certain streets. 

“The issue has come up 
with recent discussions 
with the cycling people in 
our community,” said Coun. 
Jennifer Watts, who brought 
forward the motion. 

She’d like to see speed 
limits of 30 km/h on some 
roads with bike lanes. 

“Be careful what you 
wish for,” countered Coun. 
Russell Walker. “Do you 
want the Bedford Highway 
reduced to 30 km/h because 
it has bicycle lanes?” 

Ken Reashor, director of 
transportation and public 
works, said if approved, he

are several areas, particularly 
residential, that could benefit 
from lower speed limits. 


will come up with a list of 
criteria and a list of candi¬ 
date roads for council’s per¬ 
usal. 

Major routes like the Bed¬ 
ford Highway would not be 
considered, he said. 

And it’s not just for bike 
lanes, Reashor clarified, but 
also any roads that pose a 
safety risk like those with 
no sidewalks and sharp 
curves. 

Coun. Bob Harvey said 
he doesn’t think Estabrooks 
will grant the authority 
without seeing the criteria 
and a list of streets first. 

“I know 20 or 30 streets 
that are getting a petition 
together on these very 
words this afternoon,” Har¬ 
vey said. 

“I think we’re creating a 
traffic authority nightmare.” 
But Reashor said they’re not 
looking to put up 40 km/h 


signs on every residential 
road in HRM because of the 
cost and enforceability. 
Rather, the traffic author¬ 


ity would pick and choose 
candidates. 

A few councillors said 
motorists don’t slow down 


for 50 km/h signs, and ques¬ 
tioned the effectiveness of 
lowering the limits even 
more. 


Fenwick viewplanes up for public debate 



Fenwick Tower is looking 
at a public hearing over a 
one-metre encroachment 
on two Citadel viewplanes. 

Joe Metlege with Temple¬ 
ton Properties said Fenwick 
was built five years before 
the viewplanes were de¬ 
veloped. 

“When the viewplanes 
were calculated, they were 
actually drawn into the Fen¬ 
wick Tower,” Metlege said. 

Metlege is trying to reno¬ 
vate the 33-storey concrete 
Fenwick Tower to encase it 
in glass, and needs to build 


steel brackets on top to cov¬ 
er the concrete. 

The encroachment is 
only on the 12th floor, he 
said. 

“We’re literally talking 
about an area three feet at 
the most,” Richard Harvey, 
HRM senior planner, told 
Halifax regional council 
Tuesday. 

Still Phil Pacey with the 
Heritage Trust of Nova Sco¬ 
tia doesn’t like it. 

“Because they promised 
they wouldn’t interfere 
with the viewplanes in the

beginning,” he said. 

In an interview, Metlege 
said Pacey’s objection 
doesn’t register with him. 


“Mr. Pacey has no back¬ 
ground in buildings, no en¬ 
gineering degree, no archi¬ 
tecture degree. He’s not 
valid or qualified to com¬ 
ment,” Metlege said. 

Coun. Sue Uteclc said 
it’s not an attack on view¬ 
planes, just a simple en¬ 
gineering problem on a 
building that’s 40-years-old. 
She said there was an ex¬ 
haustive attempt to fix the 
problem without adjusting 
viewplane boundaries, but 
nothing could be done.

Several councillors said 
it shouldn’t be a problem 
since buses aren’t full at 
that time anyway, but 
others argued a previous 
staff report said it would 
cost $300,000. 

The issue will be back 
to council in the coming 
months for a vote.

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Province to propose legislation 
dealing with online bullying 



Cyberbully. Tories 
announce three 
initiatives they want 
to see inacted 


Legislation aimed at cyberbully- 
ing to be tabled Wednesday in 
the Nova Scotia legislature is 
being described by the educa¬ 
tion minister as a first step in 
the government’s approach to 
bullying in schools. 

Ramona Jennex announced 
the government’s intention to 
bring forward amendments to 
the Education Act after the op¬ 
position Progressive Conserva¬ 
tives introduced three bills to 
combat bullying amid calls for 
faster government action from 
the family of a teen who com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

Jennex didn’t reveal details 
about the legislation, but she 
said it would address recom¬ 
mendations set out by a task 
force on online bullying last 
month. She said the legislative 
changes would set the stage for 
further measures to deal with 
bullying in schools. 

“Our legislation is really 
putting things in place and 
providing a framework... for 
the continued work that we are

doing,” she said. 

Asked about the time it has 
taken to react to the task force 
report released a month ago 
after gathering information for 
nearly a year, Jennex replied: 
“We are working through 
the recommendations very 
carefully so that when we put 
action in place, we know that 
it’s going to be the action that 
is appropriate.” 

The Tory legislation would 
define cyberbullying in law 
and allow a series of fines to 
be levied. It would also hold 
parents liable if they are aware 
that a child is involved in 
online bullying and they fail to 
act to prevent it. Judges would 
be allowed to order restrictions 
on the use of electronic devices 
such as cellphones and to con¬ 
fiscate those devices when it’s 
deemed in the public interest. 

Tory Leader Jamie Baillie 
said he hoped the legislation 
would be considered as the gov¬ 
ernment prepares to table its 
bill because many of the initia¬ 


tives in it were recommended 
by the anti-bullying task force, 
including making parents as¬ 


sume more responsibility for a 
child’s bullying. 

“This is a veiy important 


effort and it’s non-partisan,” 
said Baillie.

Victim's family 
supports bill 

The family of Courtney 
Brown, a 17-year-old Parrs- 
boro girl who took her own 
life in March 2011 after she 
had been bulhed online, say 
they want the government 
to act quickly. 

The Brown family ap¬ 
peared at the legislature on 
Tuesday to support the Toiy 
bill, “ft is so important,” said 
her brother, Chad Brown. 
“Before Courtney (died) I 
had never heard anything 
being done to prevent bully¬ 
ing. Afterwards, it seemed 
like everywhere I went I 
would see things in the 
newspaper about bullying.” 

Brown said he thinks 
the new legislation is a good 
step to help kids across 
the province to combat 
bullying. 

“ft will stop bullying 
from happening not only 
at school but at home, 
in town, online, on the 
phone,” he said. “There 
was absolutely nothing else 
before.”

Man faces charges for barbershop shootings 



A Halifax man is facing num¬ 
erous charges including two 
counts of attempted murder 
in relation to a shooting at a 
Fairview barbershop on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say Decoda Devon White, 
18, is also charged with two 
counts of discharging a fire¬ 
arm with intent, two counts 
of pointing a firearm, and 
other weapons related of¬ 
fences. 


White was arrested Mon¬ 
day in relation to the inci¬ 
dent that happened at Fa- 
demasters Barbershop on 
Titus Street. 

The teen appeared in 
Halifax provincial court on 
Tuesday to face the charges. 

Just after 1 p.m. Satur¬ 
day, shots rang out at the 
Fairview barbershop, and, 
when police arrived, they 
found a 41-year-old man 
with a gunshot wound to 


his leg. Police believe this 
man was not the intended 
target. 

The intended target ac¬ 
cording to police, a 23-year- 
old man, showed up at hos¬ 
pital later with a gunshot 
wound. 

Witnesses inside the 
barbershop and people at 
neighbouring businesses 
told police they heard three 
or four shots.

A Roman Catholic priest who 
was under investigation at 
a drug rehabilitation centre 
where he worked in Cape 
Breton says he is relieved that 
police have dropped the case.

He says he was “pleased 
and relieved” that the matter 
involving his work as execu¬ 
tive director at Talbot House 
has been resolved, adding that 
it had been an intensely dif¬ 
ficult time for him. 

But Abbass says he is 
disappointed with the way the 
Department of Community 
Services was handling a review 
of the facility, which has since

closed, but he didn’t elaborate. 

The department said in 
February that it was looking 
at everything from financial 
oversight practices, programs 
and board management. 

The review and police 
probe began after someone 
filed a complaint against Ab¬ 
bass, but Talbot House offered 
no details. 

On Monday, Commun¬ 
ity Services Minister Denise 
Peterson-Rafuse said the 
complaint was based on how 
Talbot House was run. 

Peterson-Rafuse said the 
$420,000 in provincial funding 
for Talbot House wasn’t cut, 
but was discontinued when 
the board of directors told the 
department on March 7 that it 
was closing during the review.

Idle paper mill. Majority of workers vote to accept 
contract deal with pulp and paper company 



More than 85 per cent of 
union members at an idled 
Nova Scotia paper mill voted 
Tuesday to accept a contract 
deal from the operation’s pro¬ 
spective buyer. 

Archie MacLachlan of the 
Communications Energy and 
Paperworkers union said that 
85.6 per cent of those who 
voted accepted the offer from 
Pacific West Commercial Corp. 

“We asked for them to 
vote for it and 85 per cent is a 
good endorsement of the rec¬ 
ommendation,” he said, add¬ 


ing that not all will be work¬ 
ing at the mill if it reopens. 

“It’s a sad time for a lot of 
people as well because they 
know there’s only one ma¬ 
chine starting up.” 

The deal offered by the 
company would see the lay¬ 
off of about 320 employees of 
the 550-member workforce 
because it will only operate 
one of two papermaking ma¬ 
chines at the NewPage mill. 

The mill closed in Septem¬ 
ber as it struggled with soar¬ 
ing electricity and shipping 


costs, a strong Canadian dol¬ 
lar and declining demand. 

The union executive in¬ 
itially took no position on 
the offer, but recommended 
acceptance after the com¬ 
pany gave it new information 
clarifying seniority and recall 
rights, among other things. 

The province has made 
up to $30 million available to 
support forestry operations 
and keep the NewPage Port 
Hawkesbuiy mill in a so-called 
hot-idle state so it can be quick¬ 
ly restarted, the Canadian press

were treated at the Games in 
Beijing — the organizers had 
a forensic eye for detail and an 
extremely high level of service. 
That’s a very good template 
for us. 

A major source of concern 
for potential Olympic 
spectators is overcrowding. 
Should people watch the 
Games on TV instead? 

No! London knows how to 
deal with crowds. We have 
big global events all the time, 
often simultaneously. The 
Olympics will have a great 
atmosphere, and we’ll create 
a transport plan that allows 
us to deal with the influx of 
people. I think people will 
come in 

bigger numbers than is cur¬ 
rently being imagined. And 
that’s what an Olympic city 
should strive for. London will 
keep benefitting from the 
Games for the next 50 
years. 


Beach volleyball next to Buck¬ 
ingham Palace: do such new 
sports really have athletic 
value, not just an aesthetic 
one? 

They certainly have athletic 
value. Anyone who has played 
beach volleyball will tell you 
that you need extraordinaiy 
levels of agility, stamina, flex¬ 
ibility and speed. There’s no 
doubting the athletic values 
of beach volleyball. But what 
it actually does is attract a 
wider audience, particularly 
among younger people. So, it’s 
very good that new sports like 
beach volleyball bring young 
people into the sport 
movement. 

So are new, untraditional 
sports what the Olympic 
movement needs? 

The Olympic movement has 
always moved with the time. It 
was only in 1984 that women 
first ran the marathon. Triath¬ 
lon is a relatively new sport, 


and organizers recognized that 
it was very popular and grow¬ 
ing in size. And BMX-cycling is 
now an Olympic sport. 

The king of any Summer 
Olympics is the men’s 100 
meter race. How much 
faster can they go? 

Much, much faster! It’s not 
within your imagination or 
mine that if we sit here in 40 
years’ time discussing this, 
we’ll look back at what Usain 
Bolt is now doing and smile. 
I’ve broken world records, 
my world records have been 
broken. The current world 
records can easily be broken. 
Usain Bolt can easily break 
the world 100 meters world 
record, and so can Yohan 
Blake and Tyson Gay. 

Will it be possible to keep 
sports clean from doping? 

The honest answer is no, But 
we’re winning the testing 
battles, and crucially, we’re 


winning the battle for hearts 
and minds. It’s vitally import¬ 
ant to explain to young people 
that doping is completely 
unnecessary! I broke world rec¬ 
ords and won Olympic Games 
without taking performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. Secondly, 
doping is dangerous. There 
are long-term health effects. 
Thirdly, it’s cheating. We’re 
winning the battle, but it will 
always be a battle. 

Do you ever watch the 1500 
race and get the urge to jump 
in and be part of the action 
once again? 

No! Every time I think it 
might be palatable or at¬ 
tractive to participate as a 
competitor again, I just open 
a day in any of my training 
diaries. Then I know exactly 
why I’m here, not out in a 
running track. But when I 
attend sports events, I love 
sitting with the coaches and 
athletes.

Environment. Major 
overhaul of rules will 
create jobs, say feds. 
Nonsense, says NDP

A major overhaul of environ¬ 
mental assessment rules for 
big projects will create jobs 
and growth, the federal gov¬ 
ernment announced Tuesday. 

The Tory announcement 
sparked resource industry 
praise and fierce criticism 
from environmental groups. 

First signalled in last 
month’s budget, the govern¬ 
ment said proposed new rules 
would encourage investment 
by avoiding wasteful duplica¬ 
tion and setting strict time 
limits for project reviews. 

“We intend to focus fed¬ 
eral assessment efforts on 
major projects that can have 
significant environmental ef¬ 
fects, such as energy and min¬ 
ing projects,” Natural Resour¬ 
ces Minister Joe Oliver said. 

“Streamlining the review 
process ... will attract signifi¬ 
cant investment dollars and 
give every region of our coun-

try a tremendous economic 
boost.” 

The plan calls for three or¬ 
ganizations — the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment 
Agency, the National Energy 
Board and the Canadian 
Nuclear Safety Commission 
— to conduct reviews, down 
from 40 government depart¬ 
ments that can currently be 
involved. 

But Opposition New 
Democrats and environ¬ 
mental groups accused the 
Conservative government 
of ramming through legis¬ 
lation that would rubber- 
stamp assessments to the 
benefit of large corporations.

More than 50 per cent of the 
Canadian parents surveyed 
for a study on online safety 
admitted they secretly access 
their teenager’s Facebook ac¬ 
count. 

According to a survey 
conducted in 11 countries by 
security company AVG, the 
global average of snooping 
parents was 44 per cent. 

Still, Canadian parents 
were less likely to spy on 
their teens than those in the 
U.S. and Spain, where 61 per 
cent admitted to monitoring 
Facebook covertly. 

When accounting for the 
results from all countries, 
mothers were more likely 
than fathers to do the cyber- 
stallcing. 

About 49 per cent of the 


moms admitted to doing so, 
compared to 39 per cent of 
dads. 

Canadian parents were 
second most likely to be Face- 
book friends with their teens. 

About 66 per cent said 
their kids had accepted their 
friend request, compared to 
72 per cent in the U.S., and 
just 32 per cent in France and 
10 per cent in Japan. 

When it came to wor¬ 
ries about online behaviour, 
about 38 per cent of Can¬ 
adian parents said they wor¬ 
ried their teen’s actions on 
social networks could affect 
their future job, school or 
dating prospects, compared 
to 40 per cent in the U.S. 
and 42 per cent globally.

A prominent Quebec con¬ 
struction magnate, whose 
cosy ties to politicians and 
links to business figures have 
triggered allegations of scan¬ 
dal, is facing six fraud-related 
charges in a case that could 
have far-reaching political re¬ 
percussions. 

Tony Accurso was among 
14 people arrested by the an¬ 
ti-corruption unit of the Que¬ 
bec provincial police in raids 
Tuesday. 

The arrests could lead to 
an in-depth look into the 
murky world of contract bid¬ 
ding at the municipal and 
provincial levels. 

Accurso, a major player in 
the Quebec construction in¬ 
dustry, has seen his name sur¬ 


face in alleged construction 
scandals that have rocked the 
province for years involving 
municipal and provincial pol¬ 
iticians and union bosses. 

But the reclusive business¬ 


man had never been charged 
with anything — until being 
swept up in an alleged brib¬ 
ery scandal in Mascouche, 
a small town in Montreal’s 
posh northern suburbs. 


Police say Accurso and 
others were involved in kick- 
backs and bribes exchanged 
for favourable contracts or 
privileged information key to 
the bidding process.

Chretien hits out

Jean Chretien says Quebec 
politicians have cultivated 
a “culture of grievance” 
over their province’s 
exclusion from the 1982 
deal to patriate Canada’s 
Constitution. 

“They have a culture 
of grievance over it, not

But Quebecers have 
been benefiting from the 
Charter ever since, he 
declared.

A radical Islamist cleric fight¬ 
ing deportation from Britain 
to Jordan was again behind 
bars Tuesday, and the U.K. 
said it hoped to finally expel 
the preacher after a decade of 
legal wrangling. 

Home Secretary Theresa 
May said new assurances 
from Jordan to offer a fair 
trial to Abu Qatada, a Pales- 
tinian-Jordanian preacher de¬ 
scribed in Spanish and British 
courts as a leading al-Qaida 
figure in Europe, should al¬ 
low the saga to end. 

Authorities in Britain 
have been trying to expel 
the preacher since 2001, but 
after a lengthy legal battle 
the European Court of Hu¬ 
man Rights ruled in January 
that Abu Qatada could not be 
deported to Jordan because of 
a risk that evidence obtained 
through torture would be 
used against him there. 

Abu Qatada has previously 
been convicted in absentia in 
Jordan of terrorist offences 
related to two alleged bomb 
plots in 1999 and 2000, and 
he will face a retrial if de¬ 
ported from Britain. 

The preacher was arrested 
on Tuesday by U.K. Border 
Agency officers and denied 
bail at a hearing at the Spe¬ 
cial Immigration Appeals 
Commission — a court that 
handles deportation and na¬ 
tional security cases. 

He had been freed in Feb¬ 



ruary following the European 
court’s ruling, albeit on strict 
bail conditions. 

Following two visits by 
British ministers to Jordan 
and telephone talks between 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron and Jordan’s King Abdul¬ 
lah II, Britain had secured a 
series of pledges to address 
the European court’s con¬ 
cerns, May said. 

May said that Jordan had 
vowed that no information 
gleaned through torture 
would be used in the cleric’s 
case and had changed its 
constitution to bar the use of 
such evidence.

In a scene unimaginable in 
many countries, Norway’s 
worst mass killer since ther 
Second World War gets to 
explain his fanatical views to 
the court and the world for 
days dressed up in a business 
suit. 

Two days into Anders 
Behring Breivik’s terror trial, 
the studied formality with 
which Norway’s legal system 
deals with a confessed killer 
who rejects its authority is 
baffling to outsiders, even to 
some Norwegians. 

On Monday, the day the 
trial started, Norwegian 
prosecutors and even law¬ 
yers representing the fam¬ 
ilies of his 77 victims shook 
Breivik’s hand as proceed¬ 
ings began. 

On Tuesday, the 33-year- 
old far-right militant was al¬ 
lowed to give an hour-long 
address to the court, read¬ 
ing from a statement that 
summarized the anti-Islamic 
manifesto that he posted 
online before his bomb- 
and-shooting rampage nine 
months ago. 

“The attacks on July 22 
were a preventive strike. I act¬ 
ed in self-defence on behalf of 
my people, my city, my coun¬ 
try,” Breivik declared. 

He was demanding to be 
found innocent of terror and 
murder charges. He set off 
a bomb outside the govern¬ 
ment headquarters in Oslo, 
killing eight, then drove 
to Utoya island outside the 
capital and massacred 69 
people in a shooting spree at 


the governing Labor Party’s 
youth summer camp on the 
island. 

It was the most “spectacu¬ 
lar” attack by a nationalist 
militant since the Second 


World War, he boasted. 

The court’s main judge 
interrupted Breivik several 
times Tuesday, asking him to 
get to the point, but let him 
continue after he threatened 


that he would either finish 
his speech or not speak at all. 

“It is critically important 
that I can explain the reason 
and the motive” for the mas¬ 
sacre, said Breivik. 

Breivik, who has admitted 
the attacks, said it doesn’t 
matter if he’s sent to prison, 
because living in a country 
ruled by “multiculturalists” 
was a prison in itself. The 
main point of his defence is 
to avoid an insanity ruling.

The sorry tale of Seamus,

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Suspicions still 
abound in Egypt’s

Top cops among those 
charged. 75 fans killed 
in February melee; 
victims mostly fans of 
Cairo’s Al-Ahly team; 
most defendants fans

Fans charged in Egypt’s 
deadliest soccer riot declared 
their innocence in the first 
session of their trial Tuesday. 

And they directed their 
anger toward police, charged 
with collaborating in the 
killing of 75 supporters of a 
rival team. 

Nine senior officers, in¬ 
cluding six police generals 
and a colonel, are among 
the 73 people charged in 
the case. The officers were 
present in the courtroom, 
dressed in traditional white 
defendant uniforms, but 
they were not held in the

courtroom cage with the rest 
of those on trial. 

If the police are convicted, 
it would further fuel wide¬ 
spread speculation that the 
country’s much-despised In¬ 
terior Ministry force allowed 
the bloody February 2012 at¬ 


tack on fans of a soccer club 
with which they have a long 
antagonistic history. 

Most of the defendants 
are fans of Al-Masry, the 
main sports club in the 
Mediterranean city of Port 
Said, where the attack took 
place. 

The majority of the vic¬ 
tims were fans of a rival 
team, Cairo’s Al-Ahly, whose 
supporters are credited with 
playing a major role in the 
18-day popular uprising that 
toppled longtime President 
Hosni Mubarak last year. 

Survivors of the attack 
charge that police allowed 
the attack by Al-Masry fans 
to deteriorate into blood¬ 
shed. 

Others have suggested 
that former regime loyalists 
hired thugs to kill Al-Ahly 
fans. “Where is Mubarak?” 
the defendants chanted, re¬ 
flecting their suspicion of 
the ousted regime.

Returning products to Sears 
stores will get a lot easier start¬ 
ing next month, the company 
said Tuesday. 

The national retailer will 
overhaul long-standing return 
policies that have sometimes 
left customers frustrated, new 
chief executive Calvin McDon¬ 
ald said Tuesday at the Sears 
Canada annual meeting. 

Sears will scrap the 10- 
day return policies that have 
existed for years and it will also 
stop charging a 20 per cent re¬ 
stocking fee for big ticket items 
such as appliances, electronics 
and outdoor power equipment, 
among others. 

The changes are part of a 
major revamp of operations at 
Sears Canada,which has been 
struggling to overcome losses 
as well as find its strategy ahead 
of an onset of new competition 
from discount retailers like 
Walmart and Target. 


“When we look at the 
market, times are tough. Con¬ 
sumer confidence is low and 
unemployment is not getting 
dramatically better,” McDonald 
told shareholders. 

“There are a lot of reasons 
we can sit and point to how and 


why it’s tough to grow topline, 
but we don’t look at those fac¬ 
tors.” 

Instead, the company will 
focus on improving its product, 
store conditions and market¬ 
ing, he said.

Jersey Shore star Vinny 
Guadagnino is out to prove 
there’s more to him than 
just being a sly guido who 
occasionally suffers from 
pink eye. 

In his new book, Control 
the Crazy: My Plan to Stop 
Stressing, Avoid Drama, and 
Maintain Inner Cool, Gua¬ 
dagnino proves that he can 
not only pronounce such 
serious names as Deepalc 
Chopra, Thich Nhat Hanh 
and Ekhart Tolle, but he 
also sees himself as an “am¬ 
bassador” to their influen¬ 
tial brand of pop psych for a 
younger generation. 

“They are the masters. 
I certainly didn’t invent 
this stuff, but it wasn’t 
them inventing it either,” 
he told Metro during a re¬ 
cent interview.

Shadowbox with a silhouetted 
Muhammad Ali. Grab a bat and 
take a few swings in a batting 
cage at the Louisville Slugger 
Museum. Dig into a Hot Brown 
at the place where the savory 
sandwich was created. 

Louisville is home to plenty 
of originals that liven up a visit 
to Kentucky’s largest city, best 


known for a two-minute sport¬ 
ing event. 

It’s the iconic horse track 
that overshadows everything 
in town on the first Saturday 
in May. That’s when the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby is run at Churchill 
Downs — where mint juleps 
flow, women sport flowery hats 
and sleek thoroughbreds race 
for immortality. 

But visitors don’t have to be 
horse racing buffs to enjoy the 
charms of this city along the 
Ohio River. The spring greenery 
is always dazzling in die Blue- 
grass state. While in Louisville, 
visitors can stroll along Water¬ 
front Park — the city’s 85-acre 
front yard. The expansive play¬ 


ground near downtown offers 
panoramic views of downtown 
and the Ohio River. 

“This time of year, Louisvil- 
lians get so happy,” said local 
restaurateur Lynn Winter. “It’s 
like everyone comes out.” 

Not far from the park, sev¬ 
eral museums are clustered 
within four blocks in the city’s 
downtown, which features an 
array of restaurants and shops. 
Among the most popular des¬ 
tinations are the Muhammad 
Ali Center and the Louisville 
Slugger Museum & Factory. 

The Ali Center showcases 
the boxing career of the former 
world heavyweight champion 
known as “the Louisville lip,” 


and highlights his social activ¬ 
ism and humanitarian causes 
out of the ring. 

Ali, who turned 70 in Janu¬ 
ary, grew up in the West End 
neighbourhood of Louisville. 

A short walk away, visitors 
can see workers crafting bats 
used by big leaguers. The Louis¬ 
ville Slugger Museum & Factory 
is a treasure trove of memora¬ 
bilia that features bats used by 
Babe Ruth, Hank Aaron, Ted 
Williams and other Hall of 
Famers. Visitors can pick a bat, 
wood or aluminum, and take a 
crack in the batting cages.

Before the LIRR connected 
to Penn Station, Long Island 
City (LIC) was the end of 
the line. Commuters await¬ 
ing ferries to Manhat¬ 
tan met at Tony Miller’s 
Hotel on Borden Av¬ 
enue (now the fabulously 
kitschy Waterfront Crabhouse). 

Teddy Roosevelt drank 
there, as did architect Stanford 
White and actress Lillian Rus¬ 
sell. 

By 1910, with expanded 
LIRR service and the 
opening of the Queensboro 
Bridge, LIC fell into de¬ 
cline. Ferries stopped run¬ 
ning and prohibition turned 
Miller’s Hotel into a phono¬ 
graph factory. LIC remained 


a quiet, industrial neighbour¬ 
hood until the late ’70s, when 
artists flocked to the area 
lofts. 

In the ’90s, new water¬ 
front high-rises attracted 
young professionals and their 
families. 

Today, LIC has reclaimed 
its status as a hub of vibrant 
people, culture and art.

The Oceanic went 40- 
26-2 this season, finishing 
three points behind the 
sixth-place Mooseheads in 
the overall standings. The 
Mooseheads had a 2-0-1 
edge in the season series. 

“They’re a good team, 
a lot of good players,” 
Critchlow said. “Their 
top players have really 
stepped up of late, their 
Europeans are really 
skilled. We played them 
tough this year, we have 
to do the same thing 
we’ve been doing all year 
... Keep working and stick 
with it no matter what 
happens. It’s going to be a 
good series.” 

It was just the third 
time in QMJHL history 
three series in the quar¬

Just call them Cameron 
Critchlow and the come¬ 
back kids. 

With a heroic four-goal 
performance from their 
20-year-old captain lifting 
them from their darkest 
moments on Tuesday night, 
the young Halifax Moose¬ 
heads came back from mul¬ 
tiple deficits to defeat the 
Quebec Remparts, 5-4, in 
overtime in Game 7 of the 
QMJHL quarter-final in Que¬ 
bec City. 

Rookie Jonathan Drouin 
netted the winner at 14:58 
of overtime as the Moose¬ 
heads completed a come¬ 
back from a 3-0 series defi¬ 
cit and entered the history 
books as just the fourth 
team in the league’s 43-year 


history to pull off the amaz¬ 
ing feat. 

“You hear about (3-0 ser¬ 
ies comebacks) and you 
think, yeah, in a perfect 
world, that’s pretty great, 
but you think, that’s never 
going to happen to me,” 
Critchlow said after emer¬ 
ging from an wild post¬ 
game celebration in the 
Mooseheads’ dressing room. 

“Then you get a special 
group like this, and then it 
happens, and you’re like, 
‘Holy cow, I guess it’s pos¬ 
sible.’” 

Critchlow, who the 
Mooseheads acquired from 
the Victoriaville Tigres for 
a fifth-round pick last sum¬ 
mer, almost single-handedly 
made sure it was possible. 

After three tough losses, 
the Remparts had their 
swagger back in front of a 
pumped-up crowd of 11,093 
at Pepsi Colisee. They scored 
first for the first time all ser¬ 
ies and jumped out to 2-0 
and 3-1 leads in the second 
period while playing physic¬ 
al, energetic hockey. 

But Critchlow scored 
a second-period hat trick, 
including two goals in the 
final four minutes, to tie it 



3-3 going into the third. And 
after Adam Erne put the 
Remparts up 4-3 at 6:19 of 
the final frame, Critchlow 
netted the equalizer with 
7:35 remaining. 

“It’s my first Game 7 in 
five years (in the QMJHL), so 
I guess I’ve been saving up,” 
Critchlow said. “Obviously, 
it’s pretty special. It was 
a big game, I’m proud of 
these guys. We came in here 
and got the job done.” 

Despite tremendous 
pressure by the Remparts 
through almost 15 minutes 
of overtime, Drouin scored 
the winner when a puck 
bounced to him in front off 
a play started by Nathan 
MacKinnon, and he made no 
mistake burying his eighth 
of the playoffs behind Louis 
Domingue. 

“I got it on my tape and 
I knew I had that one,” 
said Drouin, who received 
a post-game shaving-cream 
pie in the face from Critch¬ 
low, Konrad Abeltshauser 
and Travis Randell outside 
Halifax’s dressing room. 

The Mooseheads mobbed 
each other in the corner 
after Drouin’s winner as the 
crowd looked on in stunned

silence, littering the ice 
with noisemakers.

We 
just kept working, stuck 
with it, just like we have all 
season, all series,” Critch¬ 
low said. “Perseverance. It 
makes the win that much 
sweeter.”

Driving a self-driving 
car is a conundrum 
wrapped in an enigma

Whenever I ride shotgun I 
tend toward second-guess¬ 
ing the driver and twitching 
in my seat. 

So imagine me sitting be¬ 
hind the steering wheel of a 
“self-driving” car while it is 
being driven by a computer. 
And a computer I’ve never 
even met! 

But, not surprisingly, 
the Cadillac SRX stays on 
its course around the big 
oval at GM’s Milford Prov¬ 
ing Grounds with expert 
facility. And well it should, 
equipped as it is, with 
enough computer hardware 
and software to run a small 
space program. 

The SRX is GM’s latest in 
a long series of “self-driv¬ 
ing” vehicle prototypes. Its 
first one was built way back 
in the late 1950s, and was 
also a Cadillac (the 1959 
Cadillac Cyclone concept). 
The SRX version is a lot 
closer to being a production 
reality. 

Before we were chauf- 
feured in the SRX by soft¬ 
ware and sensors, Dr. Alan 
Taub, GM’s vice-president of 
Global Research & Develop¬ 


ment, confirmed that some 
form of autonomous driv¬ 
ing will be available by the 
end of this decade. 

He noted that the 
minute we started trying 
to prevent crashes, through 
such systems as ABS and 
stability control, we started 
on the path toward a self¬ 
driving car. 

Today, many cars can 
not only alert and assist the 
driver to avoid a crash, they 
can also intervene on our 
behalf to avoid a crash. The 
technology that enables 
“not crashing” is the same 
for self-driving vehicles. 
They include sensors, brak¬ 
ing and steering wheel ac¬ 
tuators, software, cameras, 
radar and satellite naviga¬ 
tion. 

The concept of a future 
without a human behind 
the wheel is sure to raise 
the ire of driving enthusi¬ 
asts and control freaks 
the world over. But before 
you start assembling with 
the intent of storming 
the GM proving grounds 
with pitchforks, take heed 
that Dr. Taub has also gone 
on record saying that every¬ 
one should experience the 
joy of driving, so if there 
is autonomous driving 
in GM’s future, it will be 
equipped with an “on and 
off” switch. 

GM says a better way of 
picturing this “on and off” 
switch is to think of it as a 
“super cruise control” but¬ 


ton. Like regular cruise, 
it would only be engaged 
in certain situations, like 
extended stretches on ap¬ 
propriate and/or designated 
highways, and would not re¬ 
place the human driver for 
the vast majority of driving 
situations. 

For one thing, the SRX 
prototype’s current tech¬ 
nology needs to pick up 
the lane marking on the 
roadway, with its suite of 
on-board cameras. So a dirt 
road, a snow-covered road, 
or a rainy day will immedi¬ 
ately put the kibosh on au¬ 
tonomous driving. 

But the experimental 
SRX “self” brakes, acceler¬ 
ate and steer fairly smooth¬ 
ly, a lot more smoothly, in 
fact, than my Uncle Joe ever 
drove. And other than the 
big stack of computers in 
the cargo area — and the 
extra exposed wiring — it 
looks pretty much like a 
regular Cadillac SRX. 

A production self-driving 
SRX, however, will require 
another advance in sensor 
technology. 

“You couldn’t do it with 
today’s sensors, it’s going 
to be tomorrow’s,” said GM 
engineer Eric Raphael, who 
has the big job of research¬ 
ing how to “productionize” 
a future self-driving Cadil¬ 
lac. 

He also happened to be¬ 
ing riding shotgun during 
my “self-drive” drive and 
never flinched once.

If the road has seemed a 
little brighter these days, it’s 
not your eyes playing tricks 
on you. Many automakers, 
especially the premium 
brands, use high-intensity 
discharge headlights, or 
HID, which produce a bright 
white light. 

“The light intensity is 
closer to a natural light,” 
says Hayato Mori, man¬ 
ager of product planning at 
Honda Canada. “HIDs put 
out light that is much more 
intense than a halogen head¬ 
light. They also use less elec¬ 
tricity.” 

A conventional halogen 
headlight is an incandes¬ 
cent bulb. It uses a filament 


that heats up to create light, 
while the halogen gas in¬ 
side the bulb increases the 
light’s intensity and helps 
to lengthen the filament’s 
lifespan. 

HID headlights don’t use 
filaments. Instead, they con¬ 
tain a gas, most commonly 
xenon, which lights up when 
electricity flows into a diode 
in the headlight. This is sim¬ 
ilar to the way a fluorescent 
light works, but the xenon 
gas lights up much faster. 
Even so, HID headlights still 
need to warm up, and if your 
car has them, you’ll notice 
that it takes a few seconds 
before they reach their full 
brightness. 

On many cars with HID 
headlights, only the low- 
beam lights use the xenon 
bulbs; the high-beam lights 
are halogen bulbs. Some 
use “bi-xenon,” meaning 
that both the low and high 
beams are HID, but there 
aren’t two bulbs. Instead, 
there’s a single HID bulb 
with a shutter in front of 
it. When the driver has the 
low-beam headlights on, the 
shutter flips down, reducing 


the amount of light shining 
out. 

“When you want high- 
beam, the shutter flips up,” 
Mori says. “It’s a more ex¬ 
pensive setup, because it 
requires switches to flip the 
shutter up and down, but 
you achieve low and high 
beams with one bulb.” 

A third headlight type, 
light-emitting diode or LED, 
is available on a few pre¬ 
mium models and will be 
coming to Acura and pos¬ 
sibly Honda, Mori says. Many 
cars already use them as 
taillights. 

“Instead of a gas, the di¬ 
odes react to electricity. They 
don’t consume as much elec¬ 
tricity. The lamps don’t get 
hot, but the device that pow¬ 
ers them does, and the diffi¬ 
culty is in keeping that cool. 
It requires fans and cooling 
mechanisms, and it’s diffi¬ 
cult to make, so that’s why 
you don’t see a lot of these 
right now. As more manufac¬ 
turers use it and the technol¬ 
ogy gets better, it will bring 
the cost down, and you’ll see 
it on more conventional cars 
in the future.”

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Going from joke to sales juggernaut 


Interview. Hyundai's 
U.S. CEO focused on 
quality in order to 
transform carmaker 


North Americans were laugh¬ 
ing at Hyundai’s cars when 
John Krafcik joined the com¬ 
pany eight years ago. 

The cars were ugly and 
often broke down. The only 
reason to buy one was because 
it was cheap. Jay Leno once 
joked that you could double a 
Hyundai’s value by filling it up 
with gas. 

No one’s laughing now. 

The Korean automaker’s 


quality has improved, and 
it’s among the leaders in fuel 
efficiency and styling. Sales 
are up more than 60 per cent 
since 2008, the year Krafcik 
(pronounced KRAF-chiclc) 
became CEO of American 
operations. Hyundai’s Elantra 
compacts and Sonata mid-size 
sedans are in such demand 
that few discounts are offered. 
And although the company’s 
U.S. sales are just a fraction 
of General Motors’ or Ford’s, 
they’re growing so quickly 
that Hyundai is feared by 
every other carmaker. 

Hyundai had already start¬ 
ed to change before Krafcik 
arrived, offering a 10-year, 
100,000 mile warranty with 



his career as a manufacturing 
engineer at a General Motors- 
Toyota joint venture factory 
set up so GM could learn 
how Toyota made cars. While 
working for the venture in the 
early 1980s, he saw the gap in 
standards between Japanese 
and American plants. He has 
focused on quality ever since. 

Despite Hyundai’s turn¬ 
around, Krafcik still worries 
about quality. 

“It only takes one small 
mistake with a critical part in 
a safety-related system to de¬ 
rail all of the good work that 
we’ve done,” he says.

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Your company has made 
a remarkable turnaround 
since the early 1990s when 
it sold inexpensive cars 
that fell apart. How did you 
make the transformation? 
First you had to build that 
foundation of quality and con¬ 
sumer trust. By the time we 
got to the late ’90s, we knew 
that our quality was good. 
We knew our reputation was 
horrible. And the America’s 
Best Warranty, that 10-year, 
100,000-mile powertrain 
warranty, ended up being 
huge. We were able to take 
ourselves from about 90,000 
units (cars and trucks) per 
year at the absolute pits of our 
sales — this was in the late 
’90s — to 300,000 and 400,000 
within four or five years. 

That was a bet-the-company 
move? 


It was an absolute bet-the- 
company move. If we had got¬ 
ten that one wrong, then the 
company would have failed. 
And rather quickly, too, as 
the warranty expense and ex¬ 
posure are significant when 
you’re taking a bath that big. 

Hyundai has pushed the 
envelope in its car designs, 
and other companies are 
just now catching up with 
the Elantra and Sonata. How 
did you pull that off? 

It just takes courage and a 
willingness to take risks. So 
with Sonata, the conventional 
orthodoxy in the industiy was 
mid-size cars should be styled 
conservatively. This is typical 
market research talking. We 
know this because we talk to 
our mid-size car buyers all the 
time. Here’s what they say: 
‘Safety. Quality. I want a good 


value and a fair price.’ And 
about number seven or eight 
on the pecking order is de¬ 
sign. From that mentality has 
come the point of view that 
mid-size cars should look like 
(Toyota) Camrys and (Honda) 
Accords and (Chevrolet) Mali- 
bus. 

Why would you take a risk 
on design when it was con¬ 
ventional wisdom not to? 

Products starting with the ’05 
Tucson and the ’06 Sonata 
were designed in a safe and 
conservative manner. It didn’t 
move the needle in terms of 
sales. You go through that and 
you finally see the pattern. 
You can’t just accept safe. 
So now when we do our re¬ 
search, we categorize people 
before they come (in) as either 
conservative or progressive in 
their design thought. And we 


can then weigh the results. It 
gives more weight to what we 
call design progressives. 

What else happens in your 
market research? 

We’ll send a couple of prod¬ 
uct planners and market re¬ 
searchers out with consumers 
and just literally spend a day 
or two with them, looking at 
their cars. Seeing how they 
live their lives around their 
cars. When they go to Costco, 
where do they put those big, 
huge things of toilet paper? It 
gives us insights. We’re trying 
to find what we call unmet 
needs. 

What are Americans looking 
for in cars now? 

Fuel economy is definitely on 
their mind. It’s huge. As fuel 
prices go up, interest in the 
compact car segment goes 


up. So compact cars now are 
selling veiy, very well. Fuel- 
efficient cars are selling very, 
very well. We’re seeing more 
discretionaiy car purchases 
now. More car purchases that 
aren’t driven specifically be¬ 
cause my car is old or my car 
is fuel inefficient. 

What’s something that has 
surprised you about how 
people use their cars? 

The car as personal living 
space. It’s amazing how much 
stuff people carry around. 
Finding room for people’s 
stuff is one of our priority 
focal points. Let me give you 
a great example. Cup holders 
and bottle holders. 

This is a great success for 
Hyundai, and it took some 
time to convince the engin¬ 
eers that this is what we 
needed to do (because) cup 
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holders cost money. If you’re 
going to do them right, they 
have little gripper fingers 
and you have to make more 
expensive moulds and stuff. 
Engineers never understand 
why a driver would need two 
cup holders and the front seat 
passenger would also need 
two cup holders. 

What could derail your sales 
growth? 

It only takes one small mis¬ 
take with a critical part in a 
safety-related system to de¬ 
rail all of the good work that 
we’ve done. So we’re being so 
careful and cautious, putting 
in quality operating systems 
and insuring that everything 
is working with them. We 
need to get to this point of 
tier-one quality in everything 
we do. But we’re not there
